Sur- 
rounded at the outset hy jostling opiioiieiits. lie 
gradually workei] his way clear, got within striking 
distance of tin* Hying leader. Sir .lohii .lolinson. Ik*- 
fore half of tiie journey had Imsui traversisi and 
ganndy fought out the issue. Thmigh impeded at 
every stride of the Hiial gruelling »iuart«*r he failed 
of getting np hy the narrowest of margins.

Sin* was sold for $4.'V» ami 
has since earned more than $.'i.<KNi in purses for liei 
presiuil owner.

IU*lmoiit’s giMHl filly. WiHidhine, subsequently tlie dam of tlie very fast liorse. Forester, winner of tiie Witli- 
er- Stakes and Relniont Stakes in iss:!. Mr. Reliuoiit also won the race in ls7.'i with Olitip:i and in Is77 
with Snsqnehanna. ImOIi daiigliters of L<*amingtoii and eiiidtal ra«*e mares. Regardless, wliieli w«»n In 1S74. 
and Merciless. whi«*h won in isTti, w«*re sisters. lM<th Iielng by Eclipsi*. from the famous l>r«NMlmar«*. R.*ir- 
baiity, wlii<*li was also dam of tlie great race mare. Rntliless. Tlie latter ranks witli tin* 1k*si of lier se< 
.ii:d iiia.v nev«*r have iiad a sniM*rior among Ameriean ran* mares. Later on tlie .Vlahama was won liy siieli 
>t?:rs as Terlda. tJlidelia. Tlinra. .Mi.ss WiMMlford. P.ella R.. Prim*ess Rowling. Sallie .McClelland. Morning- 
side. R»*lii:inie. Tradition and Running Water. TlieM* were all graiul mares. Thora. Miss W«KMlford and Rel- 
ilaiiic iK*iiig strictly lirst-<-lass race liors«*s. Like most of tin* Saratoga stak«*s. wliile tlie tra»*k was under 
tin* control of C. Wallianni. the .Vlaliaiiia was diseontiiiiied for a time and was not run from 1S9:’. nntii 
RMH. Last ye.ir tiie go<Ml filly. Staniiita. finislied first. Imt was disqualified, wliieli gave .Mayfield the race 
;:iid Mr. John Sanford his second -Vlabama Slakes, his Kcnnyctio having wmi the evc*nt the year lM*fore. 
( oinidcring that M.iylield won no otiicr ra<«* last year, sin* can Im* s.-ifHy credited with lK*lng its most lucky 
w'liner.
